CHICAGO, July 2-—The [Illinois weekly 
weather crop bulletin, issued to-day, says: 

The past week has been favorable for the 
good growth of crops in general throughout 
the State. Good showers fell over the cen- 
tral and northern sections the first of last 
week, and a general rain in the counties. 
Temperatures were nearly normal; slighily 
below in the Northeast counties and slightly 
above in the Southern. The average rain- 
fall was about the normal for the week, 
which is an inch of rain, Corn and potatoes 
are doing well, except that corn is being 
damaged in the central, Southeast and South 
counties by chinch bugs, which have gone 
from the wheat fields. The late rains have 
no doubt killed vast numbers of the bugs. 
Wheat harvest is progressing in extreme 
North and Northwest Counties, algo rye, 
elsewhere they are in the shock or stack, 
with threshing being done in Southern and 
central counties. Oats are being cut in 
Southern Counties, are ripening fast 
in central.

The silliest scheme yet devised for 
thwarting the desire of Missouri Demo- 
erats for a State Convention is that éx- 
posed in out neus columns to-day.

With marked unanimity the people 
have asked for a State Convention which 
shall give them the opporttinity of ex- 
pressing their views on the money ques- 
tion. Not only has there been no demand 
by the county conventions, the county 
committees or the hewspapers for prema- 
ture nominations, but one of the principal 
reasons given for holding a convention ith 
advance of the regular nominating con- 
vention has been that in this way a ques- 
tion Of party principle and policy can be 
dealt with entirely disconnected from the 
personal interests and complications that

If the “shake-up” of the police force 
which it is reported will k the in- 
'stallation of the new mem of the 
‘board is along the lines of reform in- 
augurated in New York it will be an ex- 
cellent thing for the department and the 
city.

The Location on the Henderson Hold- 
ing, as Exclusively Announced in 
the Post-Dispatch Last Friday.

Assembly of the Annual Conven- 
tion at the Germania. 


WELCOMED TO THE CITY. 


Addresses Made by M. Coe Stewart for 


President Stanley and by Mr.

It was deemed wise for the asso- 
ciation to break away from past traditions 
and come to a new section of the country 
in order that mutual benefits may accrue, 
Our great object, one which has been rigidly 
kept in view. has been the formation of 
strong State associations, to which the 
Music Teachers’ National Association has 
given the inspiration.” 

In Mr. Stanley's address, as read by Mr. 
Stewart, the writer expresses regret that 
musicians as a rule are not far-sighted 
enough to realize the efits which accrue 
from mutual interchange of ideas; that 
they consider ideas private property to be 
stated for revehue only, and that the ex- 
cellence of the various State organizations 
accounts .for a good deal of the apathy 
which exists in re to the National As- 
sociation.
